An engi 
neer had already lioeii over the pi-o])os«d 
rmite and its cost was estimated :iL S2(i, 
000 per mile, including the cost of eipiip 
uient. In view of these facts it w:ia surely 
not too much for this house to .issist the 
enterprise to the extent of ^4000 per 
mile. The Dominion government would 
[irobably bo asked to grant at least as 
much more, but oven in the event of 
itaiililigthatassistance from the Dominion 
there would be a conwideridjle auin lo 
raise by private enterprise. It bad been 
represented to the governnieni that if this 
railway were conatructed it would open ui 
an area of agricultural land M40,000acres in 
extent, and c-iiiahlc of raiaing all the 
w-lieat required by the jirovince.
